PREDICTED FOR MOST OF U. S. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—In a 
special weather forecast for elec- 
tion day, the Weather Bureau to- 
day said that favorable conditions 
would prevail over a greater part 
of the country with “mild temper- 
tures for the season quite general- 
ly.”’ ‘ 

“A disturbance now centered 
over Manitoba will move rapidly 
eastward and it wiH likely cause 
light showers near the northern 
border from Michigan eastward 
and another disturbance over the 
lower Rio Grande Valley will like- 
ly cause showers in the lower Mis- 
sissippi Valley and parts of the 
West Gulf States,’ the report said. 
“No other precipitation is indicat- 
ed, except possibly along’ the 
North Pacific Coast.”

The number of registered voters, | 


including 275 enrolled in the 
last few days by court orders, is 
364,939. The highest percent- 
age of the vote cast to the 
registration in the past was 89 per 
cent in 1920. If 89 per cent of 
the registrants vote tomorrow, the 
vote would be 324,795. This aver- 
ages 484 to a precinct. Eight pre- 
cincts have more than 800 regis- 
tered, and one has 922. 
Congestion Likely at Polls. 

With only 780 minutes in the 
voting day, and with many voters 
needing special instruction and at- 
tention from election officials in 
the use of the complicated blanket 
ballot, there will be congestion in 
many precincts unless all possible 
voting is done in the early and 
middle parts of the day. 

Employed persons are entitled to 
take a period of four hours between 
the time of opening and closing 
the polls, for the purpose of vot- 
ing, and the law provides that the 
employer shall not penalize 
voter for taking this time off, but 
what the employer may specify 
four hours shall be 
taken. Many workers will not take 
the full time allowed, but instead 
will vote on their way to work, 
making them somewhat late, but 
removing the danger that they may 
lose their votes in the last-minute 
jam, 

Housewives are advise’ ' do 
their voting when they do _ their 
marketing, rather than to wait for 
the return of their husbands who 
may delay voting until evening. 

Ifoliday for City Employes. 

Election day is a legal holiday 
for more than 6000 city employes, 
who have been drafted by the Ra. 
publican ward organizations for 
work in their precincts for all or a 
part of the day. Some firemen off 
duty will be thus employed. State 
and city courts, banks, the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange and the Stoo rx 
Exchange wil! close. Schools and 
retail stores will remain open but 
will allow time off for teachers 
and employes who require it in 
order to vote. Mail deliveries wil) 
be made as usual. 

The usual statement urging an 
honest election and setting forth 
the precautions taken to obtain it, 
was issued today jointly by the 
Board of Election Commissioners, 
Board of Police Commissioners, 
Circuit Attorney Sidener and Prose- 
cuting Attorney Schweitzer. 


SHORTER ODDS ON GOV. SMITH: 
HOOVER STILL 1-T0-4 FAVORITE 


Influx of Betting Money on Demo- 
cratic Nominee Makes His 
Rating 214 to 1 in Race. 

A fractional shortening of odds 
against Gov. Smith in the presi- 
dential race was the only change 
in the table of betting odds on to- 
morrow’s election, according to 
Tom ‘Kearney, local betting com- 
missioner. Odds against Hoover 
remained 1 to 4 and against Smitn 
they were 2% to 1 instead of 
s to i. 

The change was attributed to a

jJast-minute influx of Smith money, 


inasmuch as betting odds are based 
solely on the amount of money 
wagered on the individual candl- 
dates. The Smith bettor can risk 
$1 on the chance of winning $2.50, 
while the Hoover bettor must risk 
$4 on the chance of winning $1. 
Odds on the result in St. Louis are 
reversed, being 1 to 4 against 
Smith and 2% to 1 against Hoo- 
ver. Wagers will be accepted un- 
til 10 a. m,. tomorrow. 

Kearney said he had _ several 
large commissions awaiting takers, 
including $5000, or any part, even 
money that Smith does not carry 
St. Louis by 30,000; $5000 to 
$2000, or any part, that Hoover 
carries Illinois, and $4000 to $1000, 
or any part, that Hoover carries 
Pennsylvania.

NEW YORK, Nov. 8&.—Seeking 
an explanation of the mysterious 
shooting of Arnold Rothstein, gam- 
bler and race track follower, po- 
‘lice announced today they wante.l 
to question George “Hump” Mc- 
Manus, reputed to be a Broadway 
card game operator. No charge 


has been placed against McManus, 
but police are hunting for him. 

Rothstein, im a serious condi- 
tion in Polyclinic Hospital with a 
bullet wound in his abdomen, gave 
the police no aid in their search 
for his assailants. 

Detectives, however, said they 
had learned he was shot in a room 
of the Park Central Hotel allegej 
to have been occupied by Mc: 
Manus. Rothstein, they said, left 
a restaurant on Broadway near 
| Fiftieth street and went to th? 
hotel room in response to a tele- 
phone message a short time before 
the shooting. 

It has peen common Broadway 
gossip, police say, that Rothstein 
has been a marked man for some 
months and more recently becaus? 


he had welched on a large loss in 
a poker game. 

Shortly before noon doctors an- 
nounced that Rothstein’s condi- 
tion was “desperate” and that al- 
though still conscious, he was suf- 
fering great pain. 

When he first collapsed and De- 
tective Patrick Floyd leaned over 
him to ask the name of his as- 
sailant, Rothstein looked up at the 
detective, whom he had known for 
years, and placed a finger to his 
lips. “You Know me better than 
that, Paddy,” he said. 

Room in Confusion. 

Police investigation showed that 
the room in which it is thought 

tothstein was shot, is on the front 
of the second floor of the Park 
Central. 

Several persons, all supposed 
friends of the gambler, were ap- 
parently drinking in the room last 
night. . 

There were signs of sudden con- 
fusion. Bottles and glasses were 
strewn around. One man left 
so precipitately that he did not 
even take his overcoat. There were 
papers in this coat which helped 
police in reconstructing the scene 
in the room at the time of the 
shooting and determining the iden- 
tity of the people there, 

Detectives found the tailor whose 
name was on the overcoat found’in 
the room, identifying the owner as 
McManus. 

Among the papers found was a 
list of apartments available for 
gambling at short. notice, the 
names and telephone numbers of 
persons who could send gambling 
apparatus to such rooms in a hur- 
ry, the names of bodyguards avail- 
able to escort large winners to 
their homes, and other names 
grouped as “prospects,” ‘“profes- 
sionals” and others necessary to 
a “quiet game.” 


A Creditors’ Meeting. 


Police said that telephone rec- 
ords showed a call from the hotel 
room to Lindy’s Restaurant 15 
minutes before Rothstein was shot. 
Rothstein answered a. call at the 
restaurant at exactly that time. In- 
spector Coughlin said that the de- 
tective bureau had established the 
identity of nearly every man in 
the room at the time of the shoot- 
ing and also knew the object of 
the meeting. 

The gathering was a creditors’ 
meeting of men to whom Rothstein 
owed gambling debts, the police 
learned. Rothstein was said to 
have lost heavily recently, exhaust- 
ing his ready cash. He often car- 
ried $100,000 or more about with 
him and had $6500 in his pockets 
when taken to the hospital. 

He was said to have given I. O. 
U.’s for about $200,000 to cover his 
losses. In the present instance,, 
Inspector Coughlin was informed, 
Rothstein redeemed most of these 
ee U,'s, but some of them for 
reasons not established, he refuse | 
to pay. Last night’s gathering was 
said to have been composed of 
those who held the unpaid notes 
and others who had participated 
in the game at which Rothstein 
was the heavy loser. 

The police theory is that pay- 
ment was demanded in the hotel 
room and when Rothstein refused,

Two Chicago Lawyers Ac- 
companying Client 
Whose Extradition Has 
Been Sought Since July. 


Roy C. Toombs, former presi- 
dent of the International Life In- 
surance Co., surrenderéd in St. 
Louis today at 2:25 p. m., to answer 
charges growing out of his remov- 
al of $3,500,000 of the assets of the 
company for which he has not ac- 
counted. 

Toombs handed a preMared state- 
ment to newspaper men in which 
he said he had come to &t. Louis 
as soon as his indictment as he 
could arrange his affairs in Chi- 
cago and asked the people of St. 
Louis to withhold judgment of him 
until after his trial. 

‘“T am not guilty,” the statement 
read, “‘When the facts are known 
certain St. Louis gentlemen. will 
have considerable explaining to do 
if they are not to be held respon- 
sible for wrecking the Interna- 
tional Life Insurance Co.” ‘ 

He was released under $10,00¢ 
bond on a charge of larceny of one 


specific batch of bonds totaling 
$538,500, and posted bonds of, 
$5000 each om four charges 
overissuing capital stock of the | 
company which he used to nego- 
tiate loans. 


The bonds were signed by Wil- 
liam F. Peikert of 2700 Lafayette 
avenue, who said that he could 
qualify with $100,000 of real es- 
tate. He is a professional bonds- 
man and there was soon discussion 
as to his fee. 

Toombs, whose return to St. 
Louis has been sought since July, 
appeared in the office of Circuit 
Attorney Sidener, accompanied by 
M. L. Meletio, assistant Sergeant 
at-Arms of the United States 
House of Representatives, who 
is an attorney in Chicago, and 
another attorney representing 
Frank R. Reid of Downers Grove, 
Ill. representative in Congress for 
the Eleventh Illinois District. 
Downers Grove is Toombs’ home, 

Toombs was taken before Cir- 
cuit Judge Hartmann, where ar- 
rangements for bond were made. 

Toombs’ agreement to surrender 
was obtained in Chicago Friday 
by Edward G. Davidson, represent- 
ing Sidener. Toombs surrendered 
there on that day under a bond 
given in Federal -ourt in the bank- 
ruptcy of the Toombs & Daily Co., 
Toombs’ Chicago investment house. 
He was to have surrendered also 
under a bond given in connection 
with his habeas corpus proceedi- g 
against his extradition from IIlli!- 
nois to St. Louis. Toombs appeared 
in Federal Court and before Judge 
Wilkerson agreed to drop his fight 
against extradition. 

Toombs returned to Chicago by 
an afternoon train.

Arthur Cooper, who said he was 
a broker, was arrested. He said he 
met Mongovan and two other men 
and Mongovan demanded money in 
connection with an unexplained 
deal for $5000 between them. 
Cooper said he asked to be given 
another week, whereupon Mon- 
govan and his companions threat- 
ened to shoot him. Cooper said he 
fired four shots at Mongovan ane 
his companions. Mongovan's com- 
panions, named by Cooper as Pe- 
ter Gusenberg, alias P. J. Gor- 
man, and Frank Foster, fled. 


Police said Mongovan was a 
member of the North Side Gang 
headed by George (Bugs) Moran. 
He had been identified last Friday 
as one of four robbers who held up 
two Chicago women and took $14,- 
000 in jewels from them. He had 
appeared in court this morning and 
obtained a continuance of his hear- 
ing on the robbery ouargen until

Explosions in Krakatao Under Sea 

Shoot Up Columns of Water.

BATAVIA, Java, Nov. 5.—The 
island volcano of Krakatao has be- 
come active again. One hundred 
and twelve distinct explosions were 
recorded yesterday. The eruptions 
were beneath the sea and threw 
up great volumes of water. 


Krakatao, an island in the Sun- 
da Straits between Sumatra and 
Java, had its most violent eruption 
in 1883 when two-thirds of the 
island was blown away. A gigan- 
tic wave formed and 20,000 persons 
were drowned.- During 1928 the 
volcano was in eruption twice in 
January, and once in February, 
March and May.

A severe earthquake lasting four 
seconds was felt here Saturday 
night.

TWOMEN KILLED 


IN AUTO BY TRAIN

Two men were killed at 1 p. m. 
today when a coupe in which they 
were riding Was struck by an in- 
bound New York Central passenger 
train at the Market street crossing 
in Venice, Ill... near the east ap- 
proach of the Merchants Bridge. 

The men were identified as Rudy 
Gibson, 30 years old, of 1501 Mar- 
ket street, St. Louis, and John Dool- 
ing, 25, 116 State street, Madison, 
son of a barkeeper. 

The-automobile, driven by Gib- 
son, was proceeding west on Mar- 
ket street toward North Venice, 
when it was struck by the train, 
hurled 40 feet and demolished. 

The bodies of the men were taken 
to an undertaker’s establishment 
at Madison, where an inquest will 
be held. The Market street cross- 
ing, which is not heavily used, has 
no gates, although a watchman Is 
maintained there by three rail- 
roads. The train crew said their 
signal was sounding as they ap- 
proached the crossing. 


COOLIDGES WILL JOURNEY 
TO NORTHAMPTON TO VOTE

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Coolidge will leave 
Washington this evening for North- 
ampton, Mass., to cast their ballots 
in the general election tomorrow. 

Mr. Coolidge’s present plans call 
for a stay in Northampton only 
long enough to vote and to visit 
Mrs. Lemira Goodhue, Mra. Cool- 
idge’s mother, who is still very 
ill in a hospital there. He expects 
to return to the White Hous¢ to- 
morrow night. Election § returrs 
will be received on the train by 
radio. 

Four years ago, when the chief 
executive was a candidate for the 
presidency, Mr. and Mrs. Coolidge 
voted by mail. A journey to their 
voting residence was taken, how- 
ever, two years later. when the 
President cast his vote personally 
for William M. Butler, who had 
managed his campaign in 1974. 
for the United States senatorship

NEW YORK, Nov. 
ing is the text of Gov- Smith's 
radio talk today to the farmers of 
the country, delivered at 11:30 a. 
m., St. Louis time: 

“T weleome this opportunity in 
closing the campaign to speak 
briefly to the men and women in 
the great farming sections of the 
country. 

“Both parties are agreed that 
the farmer and the stock raiser 
have not shared in the country’s 
prosperity and are in dire distress 
today. Both parties have agreed 
that the solution of the agricul- 
tural problem is one of the most 
wnportant duties and responsibill- 
ties of the next administration. But 
Mr. Hoover and I have been in 
sharp disagreement as to the way 
in which the farmer's problem 
should be solved and as to the 
party which should be entrusted 
with its solution. 

“T believe that I can fairly say 
to the farmers of this country and 
their families that this campaign 
has shown that the salvation of 
in this country today 
depends upon Democratic success, 
and I am going to summarize my 
reasons for this belief. 

Judge Future by the Past. 

“First, I want you to judge the 
future by the past. 

“The Republicans have been in 
power for seven and a half years. 
As Mr. Hoover said last Friday 
night, they have been alive to the 
situation of agriculture. I Know 
you wil lagree with me that they 
did nothing effective about it; 
that the promises made in 1920 
and in 1924 have never been kept. 
and that the agricultural situatfon 
is worse today than when the Re- 
publicans came into office in 1921. 
So when Mr. Hoover said last Fri- 
day night he would esteem it an 
honor to have the privilege of 
solving the agricultural problem, I 
can fairly say that he has had an 
opportunity to achieve that honor 
for the last four years as the agri- 
cultural adviser to the administra- 
tion, but he took no advantage of 
it. 

“He referred to the, farmers’ 
failure to agree as-to what they 
want. I need hardly remind you 
that there was sufficient ugreement 
in this country to pass two relief 
measures by a vote of just two- 
thirds of the members of both 
Houses of Congress, only to have 
those measures vetoed by the 
President, under the candidate's 
advice, with no solution offered in 
place of them. Now, that is the 
record of the past.

“Let us begin with the Repub- 
lican platform itself. I am sure 
that there is no one listening to 
my voice who will not agree that 
Gov. Lowden of Illinois is one of 
the greatest authorities on the 
farm problems and one of the best 
friends of the farmer in this coun- 
try today. He has been a lifelong 
and a loyal Republican. When the 
Republican platform was adopted 
at Kansas City, I remind you that 
Gov. Lowden said of it: 

“I have urged that it is the 
duty of the Republican party to 
find some way to restore agricul- 
ture from the ruin that threatens 
it. That, in my .judgment, the 
convention by the platform just 
adopted has failed to do, and I, 
therefore, authorize the withdrawal 
of my name from this convention.’ 

Cites Senator Norris’ Stand. 

“Can you think of any reason 
why a farmer or a‘farmer’s wife 
should vote for a candidate who 
stands upon a platform repudiated 
by a member of the party itself, 
who is a leader in the fight for 
agricultural relief? And I remind 
you of Senator Norris’ brave and 
courageous stand for the princi- 
ples of farm relief, which have led 
him, as a leader in, the battle in 
your behalf, to leave his own party 
and enlist himself and his great 
talents in behalf of my election, 
because he regards the policies for 
which I stand as the surest guar- 
antee Of relief to you; and I ask 
you to recall all the state and lo- 
cal farm leaders who. have studied 
this problem in your behalf, who 
agree with Gov. Lowden and Sen- 
ator Norris as to the utter hope- 
lessnes sof any expectation of re- 
lief from the Republican party. 

Reviews Campaign Discussion. 

“Let me spend just a few min- 
utes in reviewing what has been 
said about agricultural relief dur- 
ing this campaign; and I will take 
first the things we agree on, 

“First, ‘nland waterways; there 
is no disagreemc :t on that, but I 
think you will agree with me 
that if the farm population of this 
country has to wait for relief until 
a system of inland waterways ‘s 
developed, there vill be very little 
farm population ' relieved. 

“Second, tariff on import crops. 
We are all agreed on that. The 
Democratic party has promised the 
farmer, and I have promised the 
farmer, full protective duties on 
all import crops on an absolute 
equality with industry upon all 
agricultural products that are im- 
ported. 

“I do pause, however, to ask 
why, if higher duties are necessary, 
the Republicans have not given 
them during the last seven and a 
half vears. 

“No, Iam ‘for giving the farmer 
who raises the port crops full 
tariff protection, but you know 
and I know ihat that standing 
alone has never solved the prob- 
lem, will never solve the problem, 
and that when the Republicans 
have argued about it they have 
simply been trying to get your 
minds away from the real principle 
of farm relief, about which I shail 
presently speak and upon which 
they are directly opposed to me and 
directly opposed to your interest 
and your economic salvation. 

“Then Mr. Hoover talks about 
stabilization corporations. 

“One word about these stabiliza- 
tion corporations to which Mr. 
Hoover is willing to lend money. 
Our commodity prices are not 
made in America. In this very 
St. Louis speech Mr. Hoover says 
that they are made abroad. You 
can no more control or stabilize 
them by a corporation that has no 
power to lift the surplus clear out 
of the domestic market than you 
can fight a fist fight with a man 
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10 miles away. World conditions 
and not seasonal gluts control do- 
mestic price. For the past 10 yeare 
the seasonal high prices of each 
year have occurred exactly as fre- 
quently as harvest time as in grow- 
ing time. Who will share the 
profits and who will bear the loss- 
es?"’ 

“And now we come to the great 
fundamental, underlying principle 
for farm relief upon which Mr. 
Hoover and I differ absolutely. 

Control of Surplus Essential. 

“I agree with Gov. Lowden and 
Senator Norris that there can never 
be any satisfactory solution of the 
farm problem unless that solution 
is based upon the principle of an 
effective control of the sale of the 
exportable surplus with the cost 
imposed upon the commodity bene- 
fited. For that principle the Dem- 
ocratic platform squarely stands, 
and for that principle I squarely 
stand and for that principle you 
and your leaders and those who 
have been struggling in your bebaitf 
for the last eight years stand and 
have always stood.

Terhune Telephones Sister 
In St. Louis From Berlin 
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Zeppelin Stowaway Guest at Musical Play in 
German Capital—Intends to Return to 
United States in Few Days. 


By CLARENCE TERHUNE. 
(Copyright. 1928. 

BERLIN, Nov. 5.—I got my big- 
gest thrill yesterday since I stowed 
away a week ago in the mail bags 
on the Graf Zeppelin at Lakehurst. 
I got a telephone call from my sis- 
ter, Mrs. Edna Hall, from St. Louis, 
Mo., 5000 miles away from here. 

While it took me three days to 
get to Germany traveling by the 
fastest passenger service in the 
world, it took only five minutes to 
get my sister in St. Louis. It was 
one of thage events whch give a 
fellow an awful thrill. 

As a result of this call I have 
decided to obey sister's request that 
I return to America at once. I will 
probably sail in two or three days, 
possibly on the Leviathan, as I pre- 
fer to ride on an American boat, if 
possible.

Guest at Show. 

Last night I was the guest at a 
performance of a musical play 
called Casanova, having been in- 
vited by the show’s star, Michael 
Bohnen and his wife, Mary Lewis, 
who sings at the Metropolitan 
Opera in New York. It was a beau- 
tiful show and something like the 
shows Ziegfeld produces back home 
—lots of beautiful girls and music 
and pretty stage displays and set- 
tings. 

I had many callers yesterday in 
my rooms at the Adlon Hotel, most 
of them calling me the “blind pas- | 
senger,” which is the German name 
for stowaways. Over here they say 
I was the highest paid dishwasher 
in the world. For washing dishes 
three days aboard the Graf Zep- 
pelin, I got this trip here, some- 
thing which cost the regular pas- 
sengers $3000. That made my 
wages really $890 a day. I never 
expect to receive such high pay 
again in my life. 

I had an enjoyable ride about 
Berlin and saw historical and in- 
teresting points. I got a great kick 
out of seeing the Kaiser’s old pal- 
ace and they even pointed out holes 
made by bullets when machine 
guns were fired at the building 
during the revolution. 

Sees Hindenburg’s Home. 

Tt also was interesting to get a 
look at President Hindenburg’s 
official home. In front of this 
place two soldiers stand guard in 
two-hour shifts. While on their 
posts they are not permitted to 
move a muscle except to shift their 
guns from one hand to the other 
every half hour. 

I was entertained at dinner at 
the home of a prominent Ameri- 
can. It was surely good to have 
some old-fashioned roast beef . ad

gravy and baked potatoes and car- 


rots mixed with peas, etc., just like 
we get in the United States. It was 
the first real homelike meal I have 
had since leaving Rye, N. Y. 

I guess I have been asked to 
taste about 25 different kinds of 
wine and liquors since coming here, 
and while I tasted them, I can’t 
Beem to like any of that stuff. I 
also heve boen offered a lot of 
cigarettes and cigars, but I do not 
like them either.

PAY OF INDUSTRIAL WORKERS 
RISES FASTER THAN CLERKS’ 


_Former’s Wage Increased 117 Per 
Cent Since 1914, Latter’s 74 
Survey Shows. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—Indus- 
trial wage earners have gained 
considerably greater economic ad- 
vantage than office workers during 
the past 15 years as compared with 
rates of compensation prevailing 
in 1914, according to a study made 
by the National Industrial Confer- 
ence Board. While the average 
weekly earnings of industrial work- 
ers during 1927 were approximate- 
ly 117 per cent above those in 
'1914, clerks’ salaries on the aver 
age were only about 74 per cent 
|above the prewar level. 

Figures on clerical salaries for 


data supplied by the National Em- 
ployment Exchange, New York 
City. 

The cost of living in 1927 aver- 
aged approximately 64 per cent 
above the 1914 level, but it must 
be remembered, the board points 
out, that the cast of living index 
is based on a budget covering

The Eleanor Bolling arrived at 
the reefs of * Papeete, the largest 
settlement on the volcanic islands, 
at sundown on Tuesday night. She 
tied up to the coaling wharf on 
| Wednesday morning and, after 
| taking on fuel and _ provisions. 
| pulled out into thé harbor early the 
‘following morning.

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A COMPANY LUNCHEON 
FOR AN AUTUMN DAY 


Serve Dishes Prepared Before- 
hand and a Few Last- 
Minute Delicacies. 


Many women find it particularly 
difficult to plan unusual or espe- 
cially attractive luncheon menus 
without assistance. Usuatly they 


find such luncheons mora of a 
problem than the planning of 
dinners. For such the following 


menu and suggestions will un- 
doubtedly prove helpful. The mcnu 
is well adapted to the time of year 
and is varied so far as flavors and 
consistency of foods are concerned. 
Cream of mushroom soup with 
saltines 
Cheese souffle Braised celery 
Hot. biscuits 
Dressed lettuce 
Ice cream sandwiches Coffee 


This can be prepared by a little 
planning without outside assist- 
ance. The mushroom soup will 
keep warm in a double boiler for 
an hour or so without harm. The 
souffle and celery and the biscuits 
are all cooked in the same oven, 
the celery and the biscuits being 
prepared very early in the day and 
kept in a cool place until ready to 
cook. 


The lettuce is dressed with a 


simple French dressing; the ice 
cream, for convenience, is of the 
ready-made variety and made into 
sandwiches by placing it between 
layers of sponge or layer cake 
either of the home-made or com- 
mercial variety. A fruit saucs 
served with this adds to the flavor 
and attractiveness of the meal 
without adding greatly to the 
trouble of preparation. 

The mushroom soup for eight 
servings will require one-half 
pound of mushrooms if the fresh 
ones are used or one can, if the 
canned sort are used. Peel the 
fresh mushrooms and cut off the 
stems. Put the stems and the peel- 
ings in a saucepan with two cups 
of water and a thin slice of onion, 
one stalk of celery and cook slowly 
for 25 to 30 minutes, This can, 
if necessary, be done the day be- 
fore. 

Strain and add two 
chicken stock or two cups of hot 
water in which two chicken bouil- 
lon cubes are dissolved. Add the 
mushrooms chopped fine and sim- 
mer for five minutes. Then add 
two cups of milk, one tablespoon 
of butter, three tablespoons of flour 
mixed to a smooth paste with a 
little cold water. Cook the mizx- 
ture until it thickens, season to 
taste with salt and white pepper 
and serve in bouillon cups with a 
aprig of parsley in each cup or with 
@ spoon of whipped, unsweetened 
cream.

One of the quickest substantial | 
luncheon dishes that can be made 


is an omelet. A pineapple omelet 
is a delightful novelty. Make the 
omelet in the usual way, and when 
it is ready to be folded, lay slices 
of pineapple or well-drained crush- 
ed pineapple on half of it. Fold 
over, and serve immediately. 
Should anyone like the recipe 
for the omelet here it is: Add one- 
quarter teaspoon salt to four eggs 
and beat until light. Add three 
tablespoons hot water. Melt one 


tablespoon butter in a frying-pan 
and turn in the mixture. Cook 
slowly. 

Orange Omelet. 

To make an orange omelet take 
one egg, few gratings orange rind, 
one tablespoon orange juice, few 
grains salt, one orange, two tea- 
spoons butter, two teaspoons pow- 
dered sugar. Beat the egg slightly, 
adding the orange rind and juice 
and salt. Peel the orange, remov- 
ing all white membrane, and cut 
into very thin slices. Sprinkle with 
one teaspoon of the powdered 
sugar. Melt the butter in hot in- 
dividual omelet pan or frying pan. 
Pour in the egg mixture and cook 
over a low heat, shaking the pan 
and pricking the mixture with a 
fork until all the mixture is cook- 
ed. Roll or fold and turn out onto 
serving dish.

ARMISTICE DAY 


70,000 Veterans Parade in 
Rome in Celebration of 
End of War and Victory 
Over Austria. 


PREMIER MUSSOLINI | 
ADDRESSES CROWD 


Pays Tribute to Soldiers — 
King and Queen Cheered 
by Throngs Gathered 


Around Palace. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Nov. 5.—All Italy cele- 
brated yesterday the tenth anni- 
versary of its Armistice day and 
its victory over Austria in the bat- 
tle of Vittorio Veneto. Enthusiasm 
was no where greater than in 
Rome, where. 70,000 veterans and 
disabled soldiers took part in the 
parades and exercises. 

From the early hours of the 
morning the streets rang with the 
music of patrotic hymns. At 9 a. 
m., King Victor Emmanuel dedi- 
cated the “Mother House of the 
War Wounded” as a permanent 
memorial to their sacrifice. Then 
came the parade to the Piazza 
Venezia along atreets lined with 
Fascist associations and organiza- 
tions and with airptanes roaring 
overhead. 


Speaking from the balcony of 
the palace overlooking the square, 
Premier Mussolini paid tribute to 
those who fought for Italy in the 
World War, those who stood be- 
fore him and those who had never 
returned from the battlefields. At 
the conclusion of his speech he 
asked “if it is necessary, will you 
do tomorrow what you hav» done, 
what we did together, yesterday?” 

The tmmense throng of veterans 
raised their arms in roman salute, 
waved their banners and replied 
with a resounding “Yes!’’ 

From the Piazza Venezia the 
column of veterans made its way 
slowly up the Via Nazionale to the 
church of Santa Maria Degli An- 
geli, where lie the remains of Mar- 
shal Armando Diaz, Italy's “Duke 
of Victory.” ‘There the men he 
commanded 10 years ago silently 
dropped their wreaths as they filed 
past his tomb. 

In the early evening citizens of 
all classes joined in a “tribut: to 
their king. They massed in front 
of the Quirinal Palace, on the hill 
of that name, until the King and 
Queen had twice appeared on the 
balcony in response to their ring- 
ing cheers. With the rulers ap- 
peared Secretary Turati of the Fas- 
cist party and Deputy Del Crois, 
who was blinded in the war. King 
Victor Emmanuel smiled as he 
saluted in response to their cheers. 

Mussolini said that the celebra- 
tion had no need of words. He 
reminded them that the war was 
not imposed on the people of Italy 
by a sudden aggression, but that 
they entered it with the allies 
deliberately at the call of their 
consciences. The Italian campaign 
particularly during the early days, 
was at once terrible and sublime 
because of its casualties: 600,000 
dead, 400,000 disabled and 1,000,- 
000 wounded. 

“One can assert,” he said, “that 
more than 2,000,000 Italians poured 
out their blood to give birth to 
what has arisen from their sacri- 
fice—a new Italy.” 

The Premier said that, while it 
was true the allies had sent some 
divisions to Italy, it also was true 
that in May, 1915, she had given 
the allies her entire army. “After 
our great’ victory,” he went on, 
“there was a period of uncertain- 
ty during which we suffered great- 
ly, but men came who seized the 
flags of victory in a strong hand 
and in October, 1922, victory was 
redeemed for all time.” 

From the war and the revolu- 
tion of the “black shirts,” he con- 
cluded, there emerged at last from 
the Alps to Sicily a single people, 
one in spirit and discipline, to 
make greater and more powerful 
the country. 


RADIO TUNING FROM DISTANCE 


New Device Also Gives Absent Con- 
trol of Volume. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—Develop- 
ment of a device permitting con- 
trol of tuning and volume of a 
radio receiver set from a distance 
is announced by the Kolster Radio 
Corporation as the result of work 
by Dr. F. A. Kolster, chief re- 
search engineer. 

A small control unit, held in 
the hand, indicates the station to 
which the receiver is attuned and 
enables the operator to change 
the dial setting or volume control 
in the same manner as if seated 
at the set itself.

RAF ZEPPELIN 
HAILED WILDLY ON 
ARRIVAL IN BERLIN 


Crew and Passengers Who 
Crossed Atlantic in Dir- 
igible on Return Fly to 
German Capital. 


Dy the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Nov. 5.—President voa 
Hindenburg today received the 
crew of the Graf Zeppelin and the 
three American naval! officers who 
made the return flight on the dir- 
igible, bringing to a climax festivi- 
ties in honor of a visit from Fried- 
richshafen to Berlin made by the 
dirigible over the week-end. 

Dr. Hugo Eckener, the crew and 
the American officers were driven 
in special cars through decorated 
streets to the executive mansion, 
where Dr. Eckener introduced the 
three Americans, each of whom the 
President greeted with a comrade- 
ly handshake. The American of- 
ficers were Commander Maurice R. 
Pierce, Lieut. T. G. W. Settle an Jl 
Lieut. Charles E. Bauch. 

President yon Hindenburg 
thanked the crew in the name of 
the German people for their ac.- 
complishment under the greatest 
adversities and expressed the hop» 
that they would continue in “unit- 
ing nations.” 

Manipulating the new ancho. 
mast at Staaken turned out to be 
a more difficult matter than had 
been expected. For almost ain 
hour one unsuccessful attempr 
after another was made to anchor 
the dirigible. This was finally ac- 


complished at 9:45 o’clock this 
morning. 
The impetuous crowds lost pa- 


tience during the mooring and 
broke down solid fences, scattering 
over the vast field. They were 
promptly charged by mounted po- 
lice and driven back. 

One of the first to Gisembark 
was Mrs. Clara Adams of Tan- 
nersville, Pa., the only woman pas- 
senger on the Graf Zeppelin’s 
trans-Atlantic return flight. She 
was awaited by friends and left in 
a private car. 


After the disembarkation the 
other passengers, with the crew 
and officers, were escorted over 


the field by Government officials 
to a reception stand where they 
were greeted by Dr. von Guerard, 


Minister of Transportation, and 
other officials. 
Long before the scheduled ar- 


rival of the Zeppelin a vast multi- 
tude had gathered at the Staaken 
airdrome. Despite a drizzling rain 
schoo! children with their teachers 
turned out in great numbers to 
honor the great ship. 

The airship, which left Fried- 
richshafen at 2:17 a. m., (7:17 p. 
m., St. Louis time), reached the 
outer city limits of Berlin shortly 
before 9 o'clock. It cruised over 
the city for a half an hour. Then 
after Berlin had had an oppor- 
tunity to see the air giant, Dr. 
Hugo Eckener, the commander 
and builder, turned the dirigible’s 
blunt nose toward the airdrome 
at Staaken, a suburb.

Jack Tippett, matchmaker for 
the Fred W. Stockham Post of the 
American Legion, has been sus- 
pended indefinitely by the State 
Boxing Commission for allowing 
two minors to appear on his last 
fight card at. the Coliseum two 
weeks ago.!

The minors in question were two 
boys each about 12 years old, who 
gave a “take off’ of the Dempsey- 
Tunney fight, including the sev- 
enth round, and long count, in 
stow motion. They were not paid 
by the promoters but ‘were’ given 
a money shower at the conclusion 
of the bout. 

Maj. Handlan, who said he 
signed the order suspending Tip- 
pet at the order of the State Box- 
ing Commis ‘on, said Tippett was 
notified by an inspector before the 
exhibition not to let it go on. Tip- 
pet today said that he received no 
such notification. 

Cameron, who also is a member 
of the Stockham Post Boxing Com- 
mittee, asserted that the suspen- 
sion will have no effect on the 
Rivers-Kaiser card scheduled Nov. 
19 The Boxing Committee of the 
post will hold a meeting within 
ths mext week to decide on what 
course to pursue in regavd to ob- 
taining a matchmaker to handle 
the card, if Tippett’s suspension 
remains in force until after the 
card is held. 

It is in the power of the State 
Commission to hold the suspensfon 
over Tippett indefinitely, or to 


‘manta the suspension to a fine.

If, as soon as a child began eat-

'given him. Even then there may 
occasionally be an article of food 
that a child will take a dislike to. 
'In such a case it is a mistake to 
| force the child to eat that food. If 
‘it is something that is essential to 
| health, explain that there are cer- 
| tain foods we must learn to like. 
| Preparing the same article in a dif- 
| ferent form may appeal to the 
| child's taste. 


| The average child likes to be no- 
ticed, and when he can get the at- 
tention of the family by refusing a 
food he will not usually miss the 
opportunity.
